The greater part of the nation 
continued in the clutches of a cold 
WLVe today, despite gradually ris­ 
ing; temperatures in some sections. 
Ten cities reported a total of 25 
deaths resulting directly or indir­ 
ectly from the freezing weather. 
The United States weather bu­ 
reau at Washington predicted that 
the climax of the cold wave would 
be reached tonight in the North 
Atlantic and middle 
states 
but 
held forth no relief for the south.

zero weather of the past 4 8 hours.

Temperatures in and around Chi­ 
cago ranged from 5 below' to 23 be­ 
low zero. 


There may be relief by Tuesday, 
the weather bureau declared. 
Mils City, Mont., registered a low 
of 28 degrees below zero and other 
parts of the middle west also report­ 
ed tem peratures below zero. 
Intense suffering, dozens of fires 
and delay in train schedules follow­ 
ed in the wake of the coldest weather 
of the present season.

The greater part of the nation 
continued in the clutches of a cold 
W£.Ve today, despite gradually ris­ 
ing temperatures in some sections. 
Ten cities reported a total of 25 
deaths resulting directly or indir­ 
ectly from the freezing weather. 
The United States weather bu­ 
reau at Washington predicted that 
the climax of the cold wave would 
be reached tonight in the North 
Atlantic and middle states 
but 
held forth no relief for the south, 
new experiencing record breaking 
low temperature? 


Chicago, Dec. 2 i — Seven persons 
were frozen to death here during 
the last 24 hours, m aking a total of 
13 persons to succumb to the sub­ 
zero weather of the past 48 hours. 
Bert Daniels, 50, a homeless lab­ 
orer was found frozen to death with 
his arms twined around a post. 
Temperatures in and around Chi­ 
cago ranged from 5 below to 23 be­ 
low zero. 
There may be relief by Tuesday, 
the weather bureau declared. 
Mils City, Mont., registered a low 
of 28 degrees below zero and other 
parts of the middle west also report­ 
ed temperatures below zero. 
Intense suffering, dozens of fires 
and delay in train schedules follow­ 
ed in the wake of the coldest weather 
of the present season.

shelter the poor, the homeless and 
the frost bitten.

Hundreds of vagabonds fled 
to police stations for shelter.

eral hundred cases of frost bite were 
treated by hospitals and private phy­ 
sicians. 
Firemen were forced out into the 
bitter cold to fight more than 200 
fires during the past 24 hours. Most

The cold kept criminals 
and prospective victims indoors.

IOWA BANKERS, TO 
ATTEND 


FARM LEADERS, CO-OPERATIVE 
GROUPS LARGELY REP­ 
RESENTED 


Des Moines, Iowa, Dec. 28— (UP) 
-—A conference unique In the his­ 
tory of agriculture will be held here 
tomorrow for the purpose of formu­ 
lating a unified program for farm 
relief. 
The entire Iowa 
delegation 
in 
congress, members 
of 
the 
Iowa 
Bankers’ association who called the 
meeting, agricultural leaders from 
the various co-operative groups, and 
business men will attend. 
Leaders have promised to lay po­ 
litical issues aside and give the “ All 
Iowa” agricultural 
meeting 
their 
support. 
Spokesmen 
for the 
Washington 
delegation are Senator Cummins and 
Rep. Dickinson. 
They will review 
the government’s plans for aiding 
agriculture and discuss marketing 
proposals soon to be considered by 
the house and senate. 
Coming at a time when farmers 
throughout the middle west are clam­ 
oring for special legislation to save 
them from low prices, the meeting 
will be watched with great Interest 
by officials at Washington. 
Tremendous 
pressure 
has 
been 
brought to bear on the adm inistra­ 
tion by co-operative groups to pro­ 
vide some sort of machinery for dis­ 
posing of surplus farm crops in such 
a way which would enable farmers 
to realise cost of production plus a 
fair margin of profit. 
President Coolidge and Secretary 
.lard I ne are said to agree that the 
question of surplus crops is one of 
the most Important confronting ag­ 
riculture today and that relief should 
be offered at once. 
Just how this can be done Is the 
problem which faces the conference 
tomorrow. 
Divergent views held 
by

Under the title of " H o t Northern Minnesota Hoads 
Have Been Transformed." Harold Emerson Smith, as­ 
sociate editor of "The Highway Engineer and Con­ 
tractor," writes entertainingly in this publication's De­ 
cember issue. 
After attending Brainerd high school, Mr. Smith 
went to Carleton college and from there went West. 
He was connected with the Portland Oregonian, later 
was with the advertising department of the Soo rail­ 
way with offices in Chicago. 
He is now with the In­ 
ternational Trade Press and is associate editor of the 
“Highway Engineer and Contractor. 
His article fol­ 
lows: 
Sand! 
Sand! 
Interminable sand! 
Sand into which 
the wheels of the old horse-drawn vehicles seemed to 
sink nearly half way to the hubs, as the horses toited 
laboriously through it. 
This was my youthful recollection of the roads In 
this northern Minnesota country—in the wonderful lake 
region to the north of Brainerd, which is now the gate. 
way to an enormous tourist travel into this glorious 
"land of 10,000 lakes.” 
Sand was the bane of the traveler in the early days 
and continued to be so until the advent of the auto- 
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mobile and the increasing popularity of the lakes made 
good roads Imperative. 
But .1 was greeted with a surprise ait I rode bver 
mile, after mile of hihhpay us smooth as though freshly 
ironed oiit of the unstable sand Af former years and 
with a conspicuous lack of the ever-present dust which 
had risen in blinding clouds on my last trip over the 
same roads. 
They now gave the impression of having 
been Just freshly 
sprinkled and newly rolled. 
As a result of my ride, I returned to Brainerd de­ 
termined to get at the facts as to how this had been 
accomplished, and soon rounded up Walter M. Murphy, 
county engineer of Crow Wing county, who had super­ 
vised the work.

sand roads of the northern part of the state Into high­ 
ways that could be traveled with every degree of pleas­ 
ure Instead of as a task that must be accomplished. 
In co-operation with the Minnesota State Highway 
Departm ent,'the University carried out its experimental 
work In three counties, through the courtesy of the 
highway engineers of these counties. 
Two roads in 
Crow Wing county and Anoka county were built at 
county expense, while another in Benton county was 
built with the state and county sharing tbs expense. 
In the accompanying illustrations are shown various 
phases of the work which are carried out in Crow 
Wing county on what is known as the Pequot road, 
and as may readily be seen, there is a radical trans­ 
formation In this stretch of highway. 
About 3 years ago the Engineering Experiment Sta­ 
tion began its work with an appropriation made by 


the state legislature, and to Dean O. M, Leland, direc­ 
tor of the station, fell the task of investigating the use

Uoiapleted. Pequot Road Surfaced With Mnrl 


Under the title of “How Northern Minnesota Roads 
Have Been Transformed.” Harold Emerson Smith, as­ 
sociate editor of “The Highway Engineer and Con­ 
tractor,” writes entertainingly in this publication’s De­ 
cember issue.

They are divided into 
small family groups. They live in cottages—not dormitories as is the general impression— 
each having its own kitchen, dining rooms and other home facilities. 
The children do not 
wear uniforms, but are taught to select their own clothing which, of course, is paid by the 
Mooseheart Regents. 
Every child has a bank account in the “Student’s Bank” operated 
solely for their instruction and education. Corporal punishment is not tolerated at Moose­ 
heart. 
The children are governed by the laws of the “Assembly,” self-governing body of 
which each student is a member, this body being guided by the superintendent. 


In case of a mother dying, the children are sent to Mooseheart and without expense to the father cared by some 
other mother. 
The children are brought up in the religious faith of their parents. 
is a city located 14 1-2 miles from Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., on the St. John’s river. It is a home 
for the aged and disabled Moose and their wives, where they may spend their declining 
years in peace and happiness. They are given a cottage, clothes, groceries, medical atten­ 
tion and $10 per month pension and at death they are giveflt burial.

Mooseheart and Moose haven extension service isia new feature, started about a year ago. 
It takes care of families in their
